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Bureau of Medicine and Surgery Announces 
Establishment of Dental Division 
Public Law 284 Authorizes Change 


On June 28, 1946, the Navy Depart- 
ment announced the reorganization of 
its Bureau of Medicine and Surgery. A 
Dental Division has been established 
which will pass on all matters relating 
to dentistry. Thus, after repeated need- 
ling by dental groups everywhere, Con- 
gress has seen the light. Under the some- 
what illusory title of Public Law 284, it 
has authorized the Secretary of the Navy 
to provide for greater integrity of the 
dental service. This means that the Navy 
will provide for the establishment, on 
ships and shore stations, of dental ser- 
vices under the senior dental officer, who 
will be responsible to the commanding 
officer for all professional, technical and 
administrative matters in connection 
therewith. 


DENTAL DIVISION 


All matters pertaining to dentistry 
shall be referred to the Dental Division. 
It shall (1) establish professional stand- 
ards and policies for dental practice; (2) 
conduct inspections and surveys for main- 
tenance of such standards; (3) initiate 
and recommend action pertaining to 
complements, advancement, training, as- 
signment and transfer of dental person- 
nel; and (4) serve as the advisory agency 
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for the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery 
on all matters relating to dentistry. 


CONTROL BY SENIOR DENTAL OFFICER 


The care and treatment of all dental 
conditions will be directly under the 
control of the senior dental officer. Med- 
ical officers will refer dental conditions 
to dental officers when available. For 
medical assistance in unusual and emer- 
gency situations, and for organization and 
training for battle, dental personnel and 
equipment will be under the com- 
mand and control of the medical officer 
when so assigned by the commanding 
officer. 

Dental supplies and equipment re- 
quired for the maintenance and operation 
of the dental department will be issued 
directly to the senior dental officer by 
issue voucher. 

These, in substance, are the new reg- 
ulations that the 79th Congress has 
written into Public Law 284. It will take 
a little time to make the changes and in 
the meantime the Navy Department has 
directed all members of the naval ser- 
vice to “employ their best efforts to pro- 
vide that the changes required shall be 
so effected as to maintain efficiency and 
economy.” 
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Veterans to Receive Dental Care from 
Private Dentists 


Fee Schedule Eminently Fair 


The Veterans Administration, working 
in harmony with the representatives of 
the American Dental Association and the 
Illinois State Dental Society, has invited 
dentists in private practice to partici- 
pate in its program of dental care for 
veterans. All veterans of World War II 
are entitled to this service if their dental 
defects are service connected. The vet- 
eran must file a claim, however, within 
one year of date of discharge. This claim 
may be made by a letter addressed to the 
Veterans Administration, Regional Of- 
fice, 366 West Adams Street, Chicago 6, 


Illinois. 

The fee schedule which follows is the 
result of painstaking investigation by the 
officials of the Veterans Administration. 
They sought the advice of the Economics 
Committee of the American Dental As- 
sociation and showed an excellent spirit 
of cooperation. 

Any ethical dentist may apply for an 
appointment as Participating Dentist. All 
he need do is make his request through 
the State Society Secretary, Dr. L. H.

INJUNCTION PROCEEDINGS 
AGAINST BEST DENTAL 
LABORATORIES 


On July 23 Attorney General George 
Barrett filed suit in the circuit court ask- 
ing that L. L. Juliano, owner of Best Den- 
tal Laboratories, be enjoined from further 
practice of dentistry. The suit charges 
that he is practicing dentistry without a 
license. 

This is the first time that an attempt 
has been made to enforce the new sec- 
tion of the Dental Practice Act which 
permits injunction proceedings. Hereto- 
fore officials have had to resort to crim- 
inal prosecution of illegal operators. This 
action will provide a test of the validity 
of this section of the law. 


Application for a temporary injunc- 
tion was presented to Judge Cornelius 
J. Harrington of the Circuit Court by 
Assistant Attorney General William C. 
Wines. Judge Harrington has referred 
the matter to a master in chancery and 
it is expected that the master will hear 
the case in the near future. 


DENTAL WELFARE 
IN NORWAY 


World War II appears to have reduced 
the incidence to decay in Norway to an 
appreciable extent. At a recent meeting of 
the Norwegian Dental Association, as 
reported in the journal of the American 
Medical Association, it was pointed out 
that there was a remarkable uniformity 
in the reports from widely separated 
parts of the country on the diminution of 
dental caries. This diminution may pos- 
sibly have depended upon a wartime die- 
tary, in which coarsely ground flour, 
increased consumption of vegetables, 
shortage of sweets and special provision 


for milk to expectant mothers and chil- 
dren have played a part. 

At this same meeting it was brought 
out that two-thirds of the population of 
Norway live in the country districts and 
yet two-thirds of the dentists practice in 
cities. The Government recently has ap- 
pointed a committee to investigate the 
problem of dental welfare in country 
districts where only a minority of school 
children receive proper dental care. The 
problem is definitely a matter of educa- 
tion for the public regards dental welfare 
as a cosmetic luxury comparable with the 
cult of the lipstick and not connected 
with elementary hygiene. 


DR. CHESTER J. GEDULDIG 
1894-1946 


Dr. Chester J. Geduldig passed away 
on May 30, 1946. He graduated from 
the College of Dentistry, University of 
Illinois, in 1919. He joined the Chicago 
Dental Society the following year. Dr. 
Geduldig practiced at 3600 Irving Park 
Boulevard and was a member of the 
Northwest Side Branch. He is survived by 
his wife, Ruth, and two daughters. 


DR. ROY M. YOUNG 
1888-1946 


Dr. Roy M. Young, a member of the 
North Suburban Branch of the Chicago 
Dental Society, was killed in an auto- 
mobile accident near Gary on July 8, 
1946. He had practiced in Evanston for 
thirty-five years. 


Dr. Young was graduated from North- 
western University Dental School in 1912. 
He had previously attended the Univer- 
sity of Illinois, where he won distinction 
in football. He later coached at North- 
western for two years. Four sons survive 
him. 


EDITORIAL 


INSURANCE 


The official plan of accident and sickness insurance which has been adopted 
by the Chicago Dental Society is now in its second year. Over fifty per cent of 
the members have been enrolled and the program is a definite success. Inas- 
much as many service members have returned to practice since the inception 
of the plan it might not be amiss to recount some of the benefits of this type 
of insurance. Incidentally all claims to date have been paid to the entire satis- 
faction of the policyholders and in remarkably short time. 


Group insurance was talked about for a number of years in Chicago 
Dental Society circles before anything was done about it. Evidently no one 
could be found who was willing to tackle the job. Two years ago while he was 
Vice President, President Humphrey accepted an appointment as Chairman 
of the Insurance Committee. He and his committee immediately went to work, 
and all of the major companies who specialize in accident and health insurance 
were asked to submit policies. After long and exhaustive study, the committee 
came up with the plan which is now in use. 


The Chicago Dental Society plan is a broad coverage and is non-cancellable 
as long as it is in force in the Society. In other words, policies can be cancelled 
only for non-payment of premiums or ceasing the practice of dentistry or 
ceasing membership in the Society. The plan is the lowest cost accident and 
sickness insurance that it is possible to obtain. The weekly benefit is payable 
from the eighth day of disability and extends for two years. Service members 
who enroll within sixty days after return to civilian practice will be accepted 
without having to prove insurability. After that time they will have to fill out a 
detailed application such as the underwriting rules require. 


Two problems, at least, confront the dentist today. One is the decline in 
interest rates, which makes investments somewhat precarious, and the other is 
the increase in the cost of living—or had you heard about that? Anyway, the 
point is that inflation is either here or just around the corner. 


This is a time when no dentist can afford to be laid up for any length of 
time. Office expenses and living expenses go on just the same. Insurance, then, 
is the only way out. Perhaps you are one of the fortunate few who carry ade- 
quate accident and sickness insurance. But if you’re not, take out a group 
policy today for tomorrow may be too late-—James H. Keith.

KENWOOD-HYDE PARK 


Having no contacts with anyone in the 
three weeks that your scribe was vacation- 
ing, news is rather scarce. Therefore, as 
Kenwood-Hyde Park failed to have a 
column in the past FoRTNIGHTLY REVIEW 
because of a misunderstanding with an 
assistant correspondent, I am going to 
plague our members with a résumé, and 
possibly a helpful hint or two of my trip 
to the West. When Horace Greeley said 
to a fellow conversationalist, “Go West 
young man, go west,” Horace knew what 
he was talking about. There is nothing so 
delightful, cool and enjoyable to me as 
the West. Having been my first trip, I 
was simply amazed at the vastness and 
beauty of our great West. In leaving we 
traveled westward to Waterloo, Iowa, 
and this is where the first helpful hint 
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may be found. I telephoned from Water- 
loo to Fort Dodge, Iowa, about 100 miles, 
for a reservation and succeeded in getting 
accommodations. This procedure became 
a regular occurrence from this point on as 
accommodations were rather difficult to 
secure, and an early reservation always 
insured us of a place to sleep for the 
night. Those who did not do this slept 
in their cars all night. We arrived in the 
Badlands of South Dakota, and those who 
have not seen them would be filled with 
awe at their drab but majestic beauty. 
Our next point of interest was the Black 
Hills, including Mt. Rushmore which is 
now completed. It is certainly an inspir- 
ing sight, in combination with the rock 
formations, scenic drives and beautiful 
Sylvan Lake. Also, having read of the 
unheard of wealth in gold, silver, copper 
and many minerals and ores which are so 
vital to our way of living, one would 
appreciate just what he was driving on 
and in. We then left the Black Hills for 
our drive over the Big Horn Mountains. 
Driving was rather easy as the grades 
are not too steep, but at this point of 
the trip it was necessary to buy a canvas 
water bag, not only for use in refilling 
the radiator, but also for drinking pur- 
poses, as places to stop became far and 
few between. Mountain driving is not 
hazardous, as many believe. Everyone is 
very careful, and slow driving is the rule 
and not the exception. Natives of the 
surrounding country say that fewer acci- 
dents occur in the mountains than on 
the open highways. This stretch of the Big 
Horn Mountains is about 83 miles. We 
then came to the flat, but different coun- 
try of Wyoming. Gillett, Wyoming, was 
our next point of interest. This was a true 
old western town. The cowboys with their 
chaps, multi-colored shirts and dust rim- 
med hats, appeared just as you see them 
in the movies or read about in books. Our 
next stop was Cody, Wyoming—Buffalo 
Bill’s home town. This would be my 
choice of a place to live if I were to go 
West. Primarily it is a tourist town, clean 
and modern, with all up-to-date city 
conveniences. Besides, the weather is cool. 
We left Cody along the Cody road to 
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Yellowstone National Park. This was a 
span of fifty-three miles of nature’s won- 
ders; Shoshone Falls, Shoshone Dam, 
mountains and canyons at their best. We 
then entered Yellowstone. Words do not 
adequately describe the many wonders 
here—geysers, trout streams, beautiful, 
colorful canyons and falls. We stayed at 
Canyon Hotel, which is really some- 
thing out of this world! No fishing license 
is required in Yellowstone and mountain 
trout is your reward. Just step out of your 
car on the side of the road and cast. Food 
is excellent; no shortages of meat or 
butter, and a large variety from which 
to choose. We visited Old Faithful Inn, 
which overlooks the renowned Old Faith- 
ful geyser at the Southern end of the 
park, and Mammoth Hot Springs at the 
Northern end, and had lunch at both 
places. The Yellowstone Park Hotels are 
managed under the European plan and 
guests are permitted to have their lunches 
at these other hotels without added cost 
to their original bill. Bears, antelopes, 
deer and moose are all in abundance. 
After three days of sublime enjoyment, 
we left for Idaho and Nevada. Nevada is 
the gamblers’ delight. Their casinos are 
palaces and open twenty-four hours a 
day.

In Nevada you are also 
in the Rocky Mountains, and in the 
ravines, hills and slopes are prospectors, 
searching as of old for gold, silver and 
copper, always hoping to strike a bon- 
anza. Leaving Nevada, our next stop was 
Salt Lake City, Utah. Here we visited 
the Mormon Tabernacle and listened to 
the largest organ in the world. We toured 
the city, and found that the Mormons 
certainly know how to maintain one. 
We then traveled eastward to Denver, 
Colorado Springs and the Royal Gorge, 
and, again, words fail to describe the 
fathomless beauty. Leaving Colorado 
and entering Kansas, the temperature 
rose to 120 degrees. This was made partly 


bearable by driving with the windows 
closed and just the cowl open to give 
us a slight ventilation. Our next point of 
interest was Hannibal, Missouri—Mark 
Twain’s home town. Many historic scenes 
were seen there. We then left for home 
and Chicago. The complete trip covered 
4,900 miles, and took twenty-one days, 
but on eight days we did no driving. We 
split our time so as to spend two days in 
Cody, two days in Yellowstone Park, two 
days in Nevada, and two days in Salt 
Lake City. This broke the ordeal of con- 
tinuous driving and turned the trip from 
work into a real pleasure. . . .

Fee for impacted teeth within allowable range determined by authorizing officer 
according to severity of impaction. 

(7) Radiograph showing completed root canal therapy must be submitted. 

(8) Cement base at discretion. 


(9) Special instructions to be added, permitting use of gold core to build up for a jacket 
crown, with approval of dental officer. 

(10) The word “Vitallium” was used in the original fee table for convenience in desig- 
nating type of material, and as a standard of quality. Any similar alloy of cobalt, 
chrome, etc., with equal physical properties should be acceptable. (Committee 
recommends use of term cobalt-chrome alloy. ) 

(11) Generally, worn or split gold crowns should be remade. In special cases, dental 
officer may make arrangement to repair a crown with a very small defect. 

(12) Fee for denture adjustment may be authorized when indicated but not to the
